The proposed prohibitor* amendment 
to the Indiana constitution is a meaning­ 
less proposition inasmuch as it will not 
restrict the liquor traffic. It imposes no 
penalty for violating the law, and unless 
a Legislature was elected in sympathy’ 
with it it would remain a dead letter. 
Even if one Legislature should pass a 
law carrying the amendment into effect, 
another Legislature could rejK*al it.

I HE GALLOWS. 


Milwaukee, June 9.—After a pro­ 
longed and painful illness Milop Jewett, 
first president of Vassar College, died 
here to-day in the 75 year of his ago. He 
was born at St. Johnsbury, Vt., April 27. 
1808. 
He graduated from Dartmouth 
College iu 1828. and for many years suc­ 
cessfully followed the vocation of a 
teacher. In 1839 he opened the Judson 
Female Institution in Albany, at the 
head 
of 
which he 
remained 
un­ 
til 1855. He then went to Pough­ 
keepsie, N. Y.( and suggested to Mat­ 
thew Vassar the founding of an exten­ 
sive college for young women. Through 
the united efforts of these two gentle­ 
men the educator and the capilist. Vassar 
College was established in 1861, and 
Professor Jewett elected President. 
In 
planning the cirriculuni of this institu­ 
tion Professor Jewett endeavored to 
supply a motive which would induce 
young women to persist in their work in 
thcfacooftho fact that, unlike male 
students, they had unlearned professions 
for which to prepare. 
In this lie suc- 
ceded admirably. After the college had 
been placed upon a firm basis he resigned 
and Professor 
John 
H. 
Raymond 
was elected president in his stead. He 
then came to Milwaukee. In 1867 the 
house of Jewett Sc Sherman was founded. 
The Merchants’ Coffee and Spice Mills 
have grown to liberal proportions and 
their business uow’extends to every State 
aud section of the Union. Mr. Jewett 
has been President and senior member of 
the firm sinco its organization. He has 
always been one of the foremost friends 
of education in this city and State, and 
his high degree of efficiency of our public 
school system has been to a great extent 
the result of his work.

Mmm and His Buttons. 
I From the New York Graphic ] 
Did you ever see a man in the solitude 
or privacy of bis study attempt to sew 
od a button by himself? It is in all de­ 
tails one of the most interesting perfor- 
manoer in the world. First, he hunts for 
a batton. Generally to secure it be robs 
Peter to pay Paul, and cuts one from an­ 
other garment. 
This button may be 
mach larger or much smaller than the 
Bise he ie wearing. 
Next be hants a 
needle. Probably he goes out and buys 
a paper of needles. He always chooses 
the larger needles, having an impression 
that large needles will sew stronger than 
small needles. As to thread, he gets the 
ooaraest he can find, and this he doubles. 
He woald thread his needle. 
He takes 
his big needle in one band and his 
coarse black thread in the other.p He 
bites off the thread to the desirable 
length. Then he tries to twist it to a 
fine point. Generally in this he suceeds 
in making two and sometimes three fine 
points out of one end. Of course lie 
oan’t get all these points tbrongh the 
needle’s eye at once. He tries hard to 
make that needle and thread get on 
friendly terms but they won’t. 
They 
don't want to get acquainted. 
They 
don’t wish to have anything to do with 
each other. Sometimes it is the needle 
that kicks; sometimes the thread. Some­ 
times he imagines he has really threaded 
his needle. It is ocular delusion. 
The 
thread has missed the needle’s eye by 
half an inch. It is harder work than 
aa wing woo.d At last the needle is 
threaded. Now he tries to sew the but­ 
ton on without taking the trousers off. 
This proves a failure. He twists himself 
into an uncomfortable position, and so 
woald sew. 
But he can t sew so. He 
rang the needle into himself. 
And the 
contrary thread always insisting or hint­ 
ing or doubling round the next batton. 
Then one part of the doubled thread 
w ort work harmoniously with the other 
part. One part draws through the but­ 
ton's eye first and leave the other behind. 
Then it gets hitched up, and the ambas- - 
ador swears. 
Or the needle breaks. 
And then he swears. He may not swear 
audibly. But the recording angel knows 
what is going on inside of him, and deb­ 
its him with every item. He sews hard. 
He has forgotten all about the necessity 
for a thimble. He jams his thumb down 
on the needle's head and it punctures his 
thumb or runs under the nail.

I n a recent lecture, Professor Edward 
Frankhiud stated that six millions of tons 
of coal are probably burned in London 
during the winter mouths, and the 
quantities of steam, soot, tar aud sul­ 
phurous acid discharged into the air as 
products of this combustion are enor­ 
mous. 
These products unite to form 
the London fogs. Steam supplies the basis 
of all fog, and the vapor particles become 
covered with tar, which renders them 
more permanent; dirt is necessary tc 
produce fog, while sulphurous acid pro­ 
motes it 
Dr. Frau klnnd Must rn ted 
these points by experiment. To prove 
the effect of dirt in the air he filled a 
large flask with moist air freed from dirt 
by filtering, then cooled the flask, when 
a slight mist was formed which disap­ 
peared in a moment; repeating tfie 
experiment with air containing its nor­ 
mal charge of dirt, the fog was mach 
more dense and lasting. Tarry matters

S T # 
substitution of anthracite for bitumin ' 
oils coal would do much toward freeing 
the metropolis from its fogs, as the dis­ 
charge of tar and soot into the atmos­ 
phere would thus be vastly lessened.
